BUILDINGS WERE CHEAP

mental in their nature. They will now doubtless be replaced by more sub- 
stantial structures. 


The burned buildings were within 100 feet of the nitro-glycerine house, 


but notwithstanding that dangerous clr cumstance the company's men and 
the volunteers fought the fire calmly, systematically and effectively.
